Heavy Kaiiis mid Hull Itcsult in Damage 


to Crops. 


The week as a whole was considerably 


cooler than last week, especially along 
the northern border, where the average 
temperature was less than 60 degrees 


Bemarkably severe local storms ac- 


companied by high winds, heavy rains, 
and. hail, were general throughout, the 
central and wester'n portions of 
the 


state during the early part of .the week, 
and resulted to some damage to crops 


n low lands. 
The tornadoes which 


massed through St. Croix, Polk and Bar- 
on counties, caused great damage to 
>roperty ana the loss of many lives, but 
iractically no damage to crops except 
n tho immediate path oE the tornado. 
The rains have been excessive in many 
ocalities in the central and western 
counties, amounting to from three to 
ive inches tor the week. 


The heavy and continued rains have 


proven ted .the cultivation of corn, and 
he crop, except in the southern portion 
if the state, is becoming very weedy. 
Grenerallj the crop is in good condition, 
Ithough in some sections there has been 
;oo much rain for the best results. 


Winter wheat and rye are headed out 


well, and in some sections are beginning 
;& ripen; good crops are promised. 


Oats and- barley have made a very 


rank growth, owing to the wet weather, 
and are beginning to lodge on rich soil. 
Bust has appeared in some localities. 


Grass and pastures are ey^ellent. 
In Bock county corn is growing well 


and is being cleaned of weeds; all grow- 
ers are very busy transplanting tobacco, 
mostly with machines; hay crop will be 
good; oats rank and of good color.

STEEL BEAMS 


Neatly uml Qnlcklj Cut .by the 
Use of 


Electricity. 


During,'the reconstruction of an of- 


fice building, recently in Chicago an 
interesting use was made of the elec- 
tric current in cutting in two a clus- 
ter of half a dozen heavy steel beams 
which it was necessary to 
remove. 


These beams ware ot the ordinary I 
shape and 15 inches deep. Owing to 
the difficulty of getting at the beams 
at the places where they were to bs 
cut, special saws would have been re- 
quired had the beams been exit in the 
ordinary way, and it was estimated 
that the work would take two men 
about twelve days' time and cost about 
?100. Instead of doing the work with 
back saws, a method was adopted such 
as scientific burglars invented for get- 
ting into safe and vault doors of steel. 
A current of electricity was brought j 
in from the electric lighting wires in 
the street 'to do the work. The posi- 
tive terminal wire was attached to the 
ste'el framework of the 
building, 
to 


which the beams were riveted,' and 
the negative wire was attached to a 
carbon point one and a half inches in 
diameter, which was provided -with a 
wooden handle to enable the operator 
to direct it along the beams at the 
places where they were to be cut. An 
asbestos shield protected the operator's 
body from the heat and black specta- 
cles protected his' eyes. 
In 
twelve 


hours the beams were severed, with an 
expenditure of only about flve-horsa 
power in electric current, 
and 
the 


work was done by an ordinary work- 
man.

Wiesbaden, electricity is an antidote 
against stings of insects. 
His plan in 


such cases is to apply a constant cur- 
rent and to place a negative cathode 
on the spot stung by the insect: Gal- 
vanization produces a rather ' strong 
sensation of burning, but at the same 
time the pain from the sting 
disap- 


pears, and if the electricity is applied 
very soon after the wound has been 
inflicted there is little or no swelling. 
The current, however,' does excellent 
service even if it be not applied until 
after some time' has elapsed, for it re- 
moves the pain am! also quickly re- 
duces the swelling. The supposition is 
that the poison which the insect has 
injected through the skin, is neutral- 
ized and rendered innocuous 
"by 
the 


current. 
Dr. Friedlander lias repeat- 


edly made experiments of this kind 
on persons who have been stung by 
bees and wasps, and has invariably 
found them. successful. He naturally 
believes that a similar result would' be 
obtained in the cases of persons stung 
by other insects.

Says Life In the Philippines Is Not As 


Pleasant as One^ Would Think—- 
Manila an Uninteresting City With 
But Few Good Buildings—Injury 
Caused His Discharge,

The first speaker of the house was 


Frederick A. C. Muhlenberg of Penn- 
sylvania. He was a brother of Peter 
Muhlenberg. who at the beginning 
of the Revolution announced to his 
congregation 
of German Virginians 


at Woodstock from his pulpit at the 
close of a sermon: 


"There Is a time' for all things—a 


time to preach and a time to pray- 
but there Is also a time to fight, and 
that time has now come." 


Suiting his action.to his words, he 


threw off his gown and stoorl . rr.-rayed 
In the uniform of a Continental colo- 
nel, his commission having boen giv- 
en him by Washington. 


Frederick Muhlenberg was speaker 


of the house in the First and Third 
congresses, and his brother was a 
member of the same house in both 
congresses. 


The second speaker of the house was 


Jonathan Jrurabull of 
Connecticut, 


son of that Jonathan Trumbull who 
was governor of Connecticut during 
the Revolution and was the chosen 
friend and counselor of Washington. 
In fact, the epithet "Brother Jona- 
than," now applied as a personification 
of the United States, owes its origin to 
Washington's habit of addressing Gov- 
ernor Trumbull and to the phrase he 
often used when perplexed: 


"Let us: hear what Brother Jonathan 


says."

Unless you have been a very careful 


. student of the political history of your 


country tho names of the speakers in- 
tervening between Trumbull and Clay 
will be wholly unfamiliar to. you.

than Dayton of New Jersey, Theodore 
Sedgwick of Massachusetts, Nathan- 
iel Macon of North Carolina and Jo- 
seph B. Vnrnnm of Massachusetts. 


The office of speaker .was not so Im- 


portant during those early years of the 
republic as: it Is today, and the man 
•who occupied the chair was often but 
little known. 


"And who Is James K. Polk?" sneer- 


ingly asked a Clay supporter after 
Polk had been nominated for presi- 
dent. His hearers, many of them, sin 
cerely echoed the question. 5Tet Polk 
had 
already. served 
two terms as 


speaker of the house of representa- 
tives. 


It was not until the Twelfth con- 


gress that the first really great speaker 
appeared. This was Clay. He was 
the only man ever chosen speaker on 
the day he took his seat as a membei 
of the house. He was elected oftenei 
and served longer than any speaker 
before or since. His record will be a 
hard one to beat. 


Henry Clay was the first man to give 


the office of speaker much of the po 
tency it has today, and he was the first 
speaker who was also the leader of his 
party at the same time. His influence 
upon legislation was greater than that 
of any man who had preceded him. To 


Taylor of Now York, Philip P. Bar- 
hour aud Andrew Stevenson of Vir- 
ginia, John Bell of Tennessee and then 
James K. Polk. 


James L. OIT of South Carolina, was 


speaker of the house whou his state 
seceded from the Union. 
Although 


he had opposed secession, he left con- 
gress and followed his people. 


William Peuniugton of New Jersey 


was elected speaker of the Thirty-sixth 
congress after an eight weeks' contest. 
This was the contest in which John 
Sherman was the Republican nominee 
for speaker aud came within three 
votes of being elected. 


It was during this struggle that 


Thacldeus Stevens assured Mr. Sher- 
man that he would vote for him until 
the crack of doom. When the rush to 
Pennington came about, Stevens was 
the leader iu bringing about the change 
in candidates. 
Sherman went to him 


and said: 


"Stevens, you said you would vote 


for me until the crack of doom. 


"So I did, Sherman, so'I did, but I 


thought I heard her crack." 


The speaker of the first war congress 


was Galusha A. Grow of Pennsylvania 
He was a man of ability, and would 
undoubtedly have continued in that of- 
fice If he had been returned to the 
Thirty-eighth congress, but he was 
not. 
At the close of his services as 


speaker Grow received a unanimous 
vote of thanks, the first of the kint 
given to any speaker in many years. 


Then came Schuyler Colfax of Indi 


ana, who, after serving three terms as 
speaker, was elected vice president 
Colfax was succeeded by the second 
great speaker, James G. Elaine. Dur 
Ing his six years in the speakershi] 
Elaine achieved some of the most bril 
liaut triumphs ever gained in that of 
fice. His knowledge of parliamentary 
law, his close acquaintance with th 
political history of the country anc 
with the record of its statesmen, pas
